Headmaster's Notes 

With all the activities B.C.S. participates in, and all the School has done during the past year, it is diffi- 
cult to sum up within a page. This year there were two hundred and eighty six students and twenty eight 
teachers;one hundred and ninety boys and ninety six girls of whom two hundred and forty six were bor- 
ders and forty were day students. The School's enrollment has increased each year since 1972 when the 
School became co-ed. This year, sixteen different sports were offered, and there were thirty one competi- 
tive teams which participated in a total of three hundred and forty three games. The Senior Rugby team, 
Senior Girls' Soccer, Junior Boys' Football, Bantam Girls' Volleyball and Junior Hockey Teams were first 
in their league. Our Squash team played twelve matches and lost only one. 

In March, Mr. Lloyd and a cast and crew of fifty four students, presented the musical production "Bye 
Bye Birdie" at Bishop's University Theatre. Seventy two students were members of the Choir under the di 
rection of Mr. Bevan. The Cadet Program participated in many activities this year; a Cadet camp in Octo- 
ber, The Black Watch Church Parade, and the Remembrance Day Service in Lennoxville, concluding with 
the'final Parade on May 13th. This year three new teachers arrived at B.C.S. Miss Moralejo, teacher of 
Math, Science and Physical Education. Mr. Evans, teacher of Drama and English, and Mrs. Brown who re- 
turned to teach Remedial Reading and Enslish as a second language. Unfortunately, this year three teach- 
ers are departing; Mr. D. Campbell, Mr. McGuigan and Mr. Brass, as well as Mrs. Mooney, who has been 
nurse in the Girls Infirmary since 1972. 

Next year promises to be different, but it will have to go a long way to beat this one!

PATRONAL BANNER PRESENTED 

A Patronal Banner was presented in Saint Martin's Chapel on Easter Day 1977. Rev. 
Derek Roberts, Chaplain, accepted the Banner from Gwilym Bevan, Organist and Mas- 
ter of Choristers and dedicated it to the Glory of God and in Memory ot the Faithtul 
Departed of the School. 

Mr. Roberts also spoke about the life and work of Saint Martin ot Tours, with spe- 
cial reference to the symbolism contained in the Banner, which was then proudly car- 
ried by the Head Prefect David Wold as the Choir processed around the Chapel singing 
a rousing Easter Hymn. 

On a background of cloth of rich blue, the highlight is the escarbuncle, a symbol ot 
great antiquity, representing a brilliant gem. The rays from the stone are shaped like 
sceptres or staves each one capped by a variation of the Fleur de Lys, itself an emblem 
of purity and much used in English as well as French Heraldry. 

Mr. Bevan was responsible for the design and assembly of the Ban- 
ner and the needlework was expertly done by Les Soeurs Clarisses of 
Lennoxville. This rich addition to the symbolism of the Chapel has 
been placed in the Sanctuary and will be used in Processions around 
the Chapel on special occasions.

So far I have avoided mentioning people by name (always dangerous), however, without the support and understanding of 
Mr. Roberts, our Chaplain, Mrs. Brady, our devoted Choir-Mother, and the Prefects, together with the regular encouragement 
of the Headmaster, fellow Staff members, Board members and parents, my job would be very difficult indeed, if not impossi- 
ble. To everyone involved in the work of this fine body of young people known as the Choir, I am humbly grateful. 

I don't know what sort of instrument the old ballad writer had in mind when he wrote of "the playing of the merry organ."
